We must express our disappointment 
concerning the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil’s decision to retain Western Waste as 
its trash handler. 

The council made the wise decision to 
go out to bid ^nce Western Waste had 
been the city’s trash hauler for years and 
it was time to look at the competition. 
City staff took bids and there were finally 
several companies that bid, among them 
Western Waste and Waste Management. 

Western Waste was higher than Waste 
Management in most areas, probably the 
most evident in the single family area. 
There was a marked difference overall, 
even though in some areas the costs were 
the same. 

a' representative of Waste Manage¬ 
ment stated that the city could save "a 
quarter of a million dollars if you go with 
us." In these days of fiscal problems, 
that’s a formidable amount even if that 
sum is over a five-year (contract) period. 
That’s $50,(XX) per year. Not bad in these 
times. 

But that is not what bothered us the 
most. Sierra Madre overpaid $133,8(X) in 
an "oversight" beginning in August, 1987.

A paean to libraries 

In the introduction to his book "The Li¬ 
brary in American," Paul Dickson writes: 

"The reason for "this book is that I had 
been looking for a way to celebrate this fasci¬ 
nation (with libraries)...! wanted to do some¬ 
thing that would dramatize the fact that Amer¬ 
ica has created the best collection of public 
libraries in the world. They can hardly be 
called a system since their individual policies, 
plans, and close to 80 percent of their funding 
comes form local sources; yet they work bet¬ 
ter than most systems. I wanted to show that 
a lot had gone into the American library 
movement. I felt that perhaps too many people 
were taking it all for granted—amid all the 
ftind-raisers, bond campaigns, and fights for 
longer hours and book collections.

Nesta Ramazani 

I delightfully discovered Iranian cuisine 
a couple years ago. After several fine meals, 

I was itching to try my hand at recreating 
these dishes in my kitchen, but I had no idea 
how to do so. A search through the local 
bookstores/cookbook sections turned up 
Greek. Middle Eastern and Mediterranean 
fare, but not one dedicated to Iranian cuisine. 

I was on a mission. Many months and book¬ 
stores later, I found Nesta Ramazani’s "Per- 
sion Cooking." 

Ramazani describes, in the introduction, 
her culture’s food best: "The food is neither 
highly spiced nor hot; it is usually delicately 
seasoned with herbs rather than spices and 
therefore palatable to Western tastes, even 
though different and unfamiliar...Many a 
Western cook would be happy to prepare an 
ancient Persian feast, if only he or she knew 
how." My first dish attempted, Kalam Polio, 
or Rice with Cabbage and Meatballs, came 
out perfectly, including the tah-dig, a crispy, 
buttery treat formed by the rice in the bottom 
of the pot. The dish was nutritious, tasty, easy 
to make, utterly satisfying and a success, 
thanks to Ramazani’s directions.

agreed with the city to let them withhold 
checks until the $133,800 was paid back 
in three months of billing...The city prob¬ 
ably doesn’t have the legal right but we 
were chosen...The money was budgeted, 
allotted, used, gone...The city found the 
error and we worked quickly with the cit- 
y...The city had no problem with Western 
Waste. They even suggested that to make 
it more convenient, maybe they should 
just withhold a smaller portion a month 
for seven or eight months. We said that 
we want to help the city and told them to 
withhold money until it was balanced." 

When asked if the City Council had 
not chosen Western. Waste, what would 
have happened? 

Jelloian said, "Now we get in legal 
rights. I don’t believe that the city has the 
legal right to recoup the whole amount... 
We’re very proud of our service, we have 
a good reputation...The bottom line is that 
we are delighted to have four members of 
the council praise Western Waste." 

When asked if the company would be 
willing to lower the fees to the same level 
as Waste Management, Jelloian said, 
"We’re lower in some places than oth¬ 
ers... We’ll work with the city in develop¬ 
ing a new contract. We have put in a ver- 
y, very good proposal. We don’t want to 
get into a conversation with other compa¬ 
nies. Some lowball it (their contract 
price)." 

We asked Jelloian when they were 
coming to the city for a raise? He said, "I 
don’t know. Not next year. Two council- 
men mentioned that we had not received 
a raise in two years. We are privileged to 
be a part of the community...We know 
the town, we know the hills, we know 
what has to be done. We’re trying to do 
all of those things (in the parameters of 
the bidding which the other companies 
did, also). We won’t be making a whole 
lot of money in that town (Sierra Madre). 
Even though the city may not be entitled 
to recoup all of that $133,800, Western 
Waste has agreed to let them collect all of 
that money." 

Mayor Clem Bartolai, the dissenting 
vote, said at the meeting last Tuesday, 
"As much as I care for Western Waste, 
it’s hard for me to reconcile that differ¬ 
ence (in cost)...This sets a precedent for 
those new companies trying to break in on 
a bid...Western Waste has been here for 
20 years..."
